The following notice from the Govern- 
ment Astronomer appeats.in last Satur- 
doy’s Guzelte:— _ . A > “ 

Iu.ths China Sea the earliest signa of 
typhoon ate clouds of the cirrus type lovk- 
ing_like_fine_hair, feathers or. small white. 
tufts of wool travelling from East or 
North, a sli she rio in the barometer, clear 
and dry but hot-weather and light winds. 

These signs are followed -by # falling 
barometer, while tha temperature ri-es still 
farther. 
increasing dampness and the sky presents a 
threatening and vaporons appoarance, 
awell in the sea and alao phosphorescence 
of the water as well as glorious sunsets are 
other signe useful to the marinor, who is 
acquainted with the usual.conditions in the 
locality. 2 

Tf the typhoon is approaching, the sky 
becomes overcast, the temperature in cunse- 
quence decreases, the dampness increases 
and the baryineter falls morerapidly, while 
the -wind ‘increases in forca, Nearer the 
centra the wind blows su that no canvas 
can withitand it, and the rain pours down 
in torrents, but thera is.no thundor. and. 
lightning, . Stil] nearer thocentre thers is 
leas wind and rain and the sky is “partly.
